A WRECK ON THE RAIL. 


A Passenger Train and a Milk Train Collide. 
several Persons Kilied, 

Chicago, September 7.—A head-end collis- 
ion between a milk train on the Chicago, 
Pittsburg and Fort Wayne railroad and an 
eastbound passenger train on the Pan Handle 
or Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis railroad, killed twelve persons and 
injured as many more.

REVOLUTION IN BRAZIL. 


The Squadron Has Revolted Againat the 
Government—Kio de Janeiro Biockaded. 
New York. September 7.—James A. 

Schrimser, president of the Mexican Tele- 
graph Company, received a dispatch from 
Buenos Ayres this morning saying that the 
morning papers of that city reported that 
there had been a revolt against the gov- 
ernment at Rio Janeiro on the part of the 
Brazilian naval fleet stationed there, but 
that the Montevideo papers declared that 
the reports lacked confirmation. Private 
advices to Mr. Schriméer, however, from 
correspondents whom he regards as well 
informed, confirmed fhe report of the 
revolt.. From the agefft of the «émpany 
at Galveston information ‘was received that 
dispatches to any part of Brazil except Rio 
Janeiro would be admitted by the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Schrimsey inferred from 
this that the trouble was thus far confined 
to Rio Janeiro and said he had no fears 
for the company’s property in Brazil- and 
that as far as the revolutionary troubles 
were concerned they rather helped than 
hindered business. 

R. S. G. Walker, superintendent of the 
coffee exchange, said that he hd received a 
cable dispatch from the London correspon- 
dents of the exchange saying that the ca- 
ble was in the hands of the Brazilian au- 
thorities and ‘that communication from 
that country had been entirely shut off. 
Mr. Walker said the interruption of inter- 
communication with Brazil must tend te

RIOT IN YORKSHIRE. 


Strikers Wreck Mining Offices at Feather- 
stone and Are in Possession 


London, September 7.—The striking miners 
in Yorkshire, who have been skirmishing with 
the police and troops in several districts since 
Monday, began last night a campaign of open 
violence and continued it today. They have 
wrecked the offices of the Lord Masham’s 
colliery, at Featherstone; have driven off the 
officials and are now in sole possession of the 
town. The police who tried to hold back the 
rioters were attacked with clubs and stones 
and were put to flight. Troops have been 
sent to Featherstone to. restore order. 

More than five thousand strikers have 
marched over into the Lally district and have 
seized the offices of several collieries. Many 
of the buildings have been wrecked and those 
left whole have been cecupied by the strikers. 
The mine officials have been expelied. More 
than five hundred cottages of non-unionist 
miners have been torn down and an attempt 
was made early this morning to blow up a 
manager’s house. Dragoons are out scouting 
for rioters and have dispersed many incipient 
mobs. The miners have fought back°and not 
a few have been injured in the encounters 
with troops. Many miners have been arrested.

Up from Our Stricken Sea Islands Comes 
the Cry of Distress, 


FULL 20,000 MOUTHS "0 BE FED 


Their Crops Ruined and the Fields 
and Gardens Laid Waste. 


GOVERNOR TILLMAN ASKS FOR AID 


Half of the Destitufion Has Not Been 
Told—He Gives Twice Who 


Gives Promptly. 


Columbia, S. C., September 7.—(Special.) 
The awful stupendity of the disaster of 
the storm-swept coast of South Carolina is 
at last realized. It proves to be the ca- 
lamity of the century. A death roll of 
several hundred persons develops into al- 
mest that many thousands, while absolute 
destitution extends to 20,000 persons, 
hineteen-twentieths of whom are ignorant 
negroes. These awful facts have been 
ascertained by Dr. J. W. Babcock, of this 
city, who spent four days as the special 
representative of Governor Tillman at 
Beaufort and vicinity. In point of fact, 
the whole truth is not yet known, as on ac- 
count of the impossibility of 
at present making a circuit of 
the score or more of islands that make 1p 
this archipelago, but enough has been de- 
veloped to warrant the forégoing state- 
ment as to the death and devastation. All 
these islands were submerged and the seeth- 
ing waters annihilate] almost everything, 
scarcely leaving a land mark. 

Twenty Thousand VDestitute. 

These 20,000 persons are now confronted 
by the terrors of starvation and pestilence. 
These facts have caused Governor Tillman 
to give all this personal attention to the 
situation and he is now working with might 
and main to procure relief. He tonight js- 
sued a proclamation to the people of the 
United States appealing to them to make 
contributions to the cause. He _ states 
therein that these people will have to be 
fel by charity for six months and that it 
will take $75,000 to furnish them with 
bread alone. He calls upon the whole 
people to aid him and pledges his ofticial 
word that their charity shall not be misap- 
plied. The contributions that have been 
made are a mere bagatelle in comparison 
with what will be needed. The governor 
has telegraphed the mayor of Charieston to 
come to this city at once and confer with 
him as to the appointment of a central 
comiittee to take charge of the work.

The official appeal is as follows: 
_An appeal to the people of .the 
States: 

‘ahe hurricane which swept the south At- 
lantic coast on the “ith of August was un- 
paralleled tn its severity. ~It spread desola- 
tion and ruin throughout the eéutire state of 
South Carolina, but the sea islands, spreading 
northward along the coast of South Carolina 
from the Savannah river to the north Edisto 
inlet, were the greatest sufferers by reason 
of the severity of the wind and the unyre- 
cedented height of the tide. The sea invaded 
the land. Hundreds of houses have been 
swept away by the waves or blown down by 
the wind, and while the exact number of 
deaths will never be known, it cannot be less 
than a thousand. Vegefation bas been as 
completely blasted by the salt water as though 
dt were the breath of a simoon. What was 
fa prosperous and blooming expanse of rice 
fields, gardens and farms, is today a desert 
with the very land marks destroyed, leaving 
the people without shelter, without food, 
without the possibility of getting work ex- 
cept for a limited number to confrent the ter- 
rors of starvation until another crop can be 
grown. Owing to the fact that nineteen- 
twentieths of them are negroes aud that 
means of eommunicating with the remote 
islands have been destr@éyed, I have only 
within a day arrived at a clear understand- 
ing of the situation and the misery it un- 
folds.

Starvation and Pestilence. 


Dr. J. W. Babcock, superintendent of the 
State lunatic asylum, an accomplished physi- 
clan and sanitariap. who went to the scene 
of the disaster on the ist of September, as 
my official representative, returned today, and 
his report accompanies this appeal. I do not 
deem it necessary to dwell upon the picture 
he draws. I have not felt justified hitherto 
in asking for help except from our own peo- 
ple. The people of the state whose losses by 
the storm will run into the millions, have 
responded nobly and immediate suifering is 
being alleviated, but starvation or pestilence 
wil! claim many thousand victims before ihe 
winter is over if our efforts are nod supple- 
mented by the charitable in other states. I 
pledge my official word that contributions 
shall reach the people for whom they are 
intended: that the charity which may be 
given shall not be misapplied; that laziness 
and idleness will not be encouraged, but the 
money and provisions which may be donated 
will be applied to the support of these people 
so as to enable them to rebuild their homes 
and take a new start in life with the. new 
vear. There are not less than 20,000 thus 
destitute. Bread alone for these storm suf- 
ferers will cost not less than $75,000 between 
now and Mareh, while practically 11 months 
will elapse before they can grow any. Med- 
icines. ad clothing. anything that ean he 
used in a house, because everything is gone, 
will be thankfully received. We can buy 
these things with money, but {f money is not 
to be had do not hesitate to contribute. Send 
all money contributions to me. They will be 
acknowledged through the press, and will be 
put in bank to be checked against as needed. 
Send all other contributions to Central Relief 
Committee, at Charleston. 8. My efforts 
to relieve these unfortunates are stimulated 
by the feeling that being negroes, ignorant 
and helpless, they are pecullarly the wards of 
the executive.

Deep 
down in the heart of the Anglo-Saxon race 
is a burning contempt and hate for the 
judge who tends himself to acts of tyr- 
anny or allows himse!t to be the tool of 
saloon keepers and corporations. ‘lhere 
may be no reckoning with this judge, for 
he is fortified against everything except 
public opinion. Judge Simonton has not 
shown in his decree wherein the contempt 
consisted, and we are given to understand 
that whisky in the hands of railroads rua 
by receivers cannot be seized without a war- 
raut. If so, it will be contempt of this 
South Carolina Jeffreys. The law is par- 
alyzed to this extent and the temperance 
peopie and the law abiding citizens of the 
conmnnonwealth will know at whoese dvor 
to lay the blame.

SHE IS TIRED OF BEING BOTTLED UP 


Members of Council Make Fiery Speeches, 
Surgeon Hutton Has a Severs 
Attack of Vertigo. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 7.—(Special.)— 
Surgeon W. H. Hutton, of the Marine Hos- 
pital service, is suffering from a severe at- 
tack of vertigo at his room in the Ocean ho. 
tel, as announced exclusively by correspon- 
dent last night. During the night the attacks 
were so severe that Dr. Guiteras called iu 
Dr. Hugh Burford to take charge of the case. 
This morning Dr. Hutton grew worse, but 
after dinner he rallied and is now rapidly re- 
covering. His physicians tonight are cheer- 
ful and believe his speedy return to good 
health is assured. 

Surgeon Hutton’s illness naturally started 
a few rumors among some flighty people, but 
the emphatic statements of the doctors thai 
there was nothing alarming connected with his 
case, quickly stopped the alarm. j 

An Attack of Vertigo. 

Owing to the fact that a few fll timed and 
wrongly worded private telegrams were sent 
out by some citizens, The Constitution’s cor-— 
respondent has secured an official statement. 
Dr. Guiteras, the eminent expert, dictated 
the following for The Constitution in response 
toa request for an official statement: ‘“Sur- 
geon Hutton is suffering from an attack of 
vertigo, apparently connected with an old 
ear trouble first contracted during the war. 
When he. first reached Brunswick he c¢om- 
plained of this trouble and five nights ago it 
grew worse until yesterday the attacks be- 
came more frequent. It is a difficult case to 
diagnose, but you can state very positively 
that it has nothing to do with yellow fever. 
The question of Surgeon Hutton having yel- 
low fever has never entered my mind. ‘Sur- 
geon Hutton has had yellow fever. He was 
in eharge of the Mobile and Jacksonville 
epidemics, and it is rarely the case that @ 
person has the disease twice. He has ino 
fever of any kind. He has had these attacks 
for five years past, off and on. While they 
were worse yesterday than before, I can 
freely say that he is much better today, and I 
have every reason to believe he will be ont in 
two or three days.” 

In a general interview regarding the case, 
Dr. Guiteras expressed regret that Surgeon 
Hutton's illness had become known, and that 
rumors should be abroad. He expressly de- 
sired the public to know that the surgeon had 
no fever of any kind. The attacks have af- 
fected Surgeon Hutton’s head severely. When 
ever he rises from the bed his brain whirls 
— he has to be held to keep him from fall- 

: All Danger Over. 

Dr. Guiteras could give no 
regard to the quarantine being ral 
Brunswick. From his conversation, {t was. 
learned that, personally, he thinks all dan- 
ger is over, but thé surgeons are governed in 
this matter by the wishes of the citizens iv 
neighboring towns. Surgeon Hutton Was to 
confer with’ Dr. Brunner, of Savannah, at 
Camp Hutton today. on that. matter, but bis 
illness prevented. Dr. Guiteras thinks thas 
until Surgeon Hutton resumes his duties, the 
matter will be postponed, But that is only 
a question of a few days.

His plan was to hire a room which 
he wouid give as an address and have his pur- 
chases delivered there. A prompt flitung 
invariably followed, and he was as hard to 
iocate as the Irishman’s flea. There is hard- 
ly an instailment house in Atlanta that ‘has 
not suffered from his operations. 

It was about this time that Mr. E. W. Biue 
the Whitehali street jeweier, had an inter- 
esting experience ‘with the swindler. Mr. 
Biue was then in the furniture business, and 
‘Allen purchased a fine bedroom set at his 
place. He made, of course, only the first 
payment and when the collector called for 
sulysequent installments he could never be 
found. At fast it became evident that Allen 
intended to beat the house, and Mr. Biue 
took the case in hand. . He went to Aijilen’s 
room and jay in wait for him in the hall. 
In an hour or so the man opened his door and 
peered out.

The telephone wire 
was placed under the feeder and drawn 
into contact with it, and after so long a 
time it is claimed has cut its way through 
the insulation and come in contact with the 
feeder wire. In the first place the nnfortu- 
nate victim was warned and was looking for 
trouble, and carelessness caused his death. 
In the second place, if the current came 
from our wire, it was due in no manner to 
anv fault of our company, and the current 
could not have produced death.”

WASHINGTON GOSSIP, 


The wholesale Joss of life on the south- 
eastern coast during the late storm is large- 
ly attributed by a great number of people 
here to the niggardliness of congress in 
failing to make proper appropriations for the 
life saving service. 

Since the aecident of the Ford’s theater, 
which resulted in the loss of so many lives, 
it has become the custom to put blame 
on the government whenever it seems to 
deserve it, so at this present time they 
are not few who are ready to blame the 
government for the great loss of life on 
the South Carolina coast. 

It does seem that if the proper amount of 
stations had been lecated along the coast 
as there should have been many of the un- 
fortunate men, women afd children who 
are now a prey to the fishes in the At- 
lantic could have been saved. 

Because great storms are rare the gov- 
ernment does not deem it necessary to 
prepare for emergencies. Even the life 
saying stations that had been established 
are poorly regulated, based as they are 
upon small appropriations from . congress. 
On the eastern coast the New Englanders 
are thoroughly alive to the necessity of 
well-equipped stations and well-manned 
crews. Senator Frye has at various times 
sought to have the term of service at the 
life-saving crew made permanent and 
maintained the year round. In many 
localities the term of service begins Sep- 
tember Ist and ends on May Ist. The real 
reason why the service has not been ex- 
tended is charged by the friends of the 
service to the treasury department, which 
is governed by the old-fashioned notions rel- 
ative to storm seasons and false ideas 
about economy. The August storms are 
the least provided against and for the past 
ten years Lave veel The Mos: serous. By 
maintaining this service through the year 
mapy ilves could have been saved and great 
good in general accomplished. The great 
mortality in the late storm has again re- 
vived comment on the incompleteness of 
the service. Céngressmen from the states 
along the coast have received letters from 
their Ronstituents urging them to take 
some action that will improve the life 
saving service. It is not unlikely that a 
bill with that end in view will soon be in- 
troduced in the senate by Senator Hunton, 
of Virginia. 

The recent storms also direct attention 
to an important bill introduced early in the 
session by Mr. Frye providing $50,000 for 
the purpose of making experiments as to 
the best means of commuricating between 
lighthouse stations and light boats and 
the shore so as to give warning of vessels 
in distress. 

With the Seed Problem. 

The new congressmen are wrestling with 
the seed probleni. They do not thoroughly 
understand it, but in this respect they are 
on a parity with the old members. Each 
congressman has about fifteen hundred 
packages of seed and a district ¢ontain- 
ing over 30,000 voters. How to send 
packages of seeds to every voter, thereby 
avoiding jealousy, charges of favoritism 
and adverse votes is a problem which no 
congressman has yet been able to solve. 
Some of the older members argue that the 
only solution is to send none at all unless 
a constituent writes and requests them. 
Of course the members who come from 
large cities have no use for seed, but they

City Attorneyship of Macon. 


HAS A BETTER PLACE IN OKLAHOMA 


Southwestern Directors Claim to Have 
Learned Some Important F'acts—The 
Academy for the Blind. 


% . 
Macon, Ga., September 7.—(Special.)— 

“J wil] send in my resignation as city at- 
torney, to take effect on September 17th,” 
js what Hon. R. W. Patterson told me 
today in answer to my inquiry if he intend- 
ed to resign that position in consequence 
of having accepted tlre government appuint- 
ment of registrar of the land office at Enid, 
jn the Okiahoma territory. The city coun- 
cil meets on September 1th, aud, no doubt, 
will act on Mr, Patterson's resignation 
then and elect his successor as city attor- 
ney. His regular term would expire about 
December 15th, and there bas been much 
speculauon whether City Attorney Patter- 
suu would resign before the expiration of 
his term. Now that he has positively an- 
nounced that his resignation wou!d be banded 
in to the mayor and council to take effect 
on the 17th instant, there wil] be a lively 
contest for the city attorneyship, whicn 
pays in salary and fees, about $2,000 per 
annum. ‘The certain candidates for the 
place are Tion. Robert Hodges and>.Mr. 
Minter Wimberly, and the probable candi- 
dates are Messrs. Hugh Washington and 
Hubert bstes, and others may enter now 
it is postively known that Mr. Patterson 
jntends to resign. 

Mr. Patterson’s salary as registrar of the 
laud office at Enid begins September 16tb, 
hence why he resigns the city attorney- 
ship to take effect immediately at that 
date. Moreover, he is forced to reside at 
Enid and cannot live at Macon, Chicago or 
anywhere else. He leaves for Oklahoma 
next Sunday via Chicago where he meets 
the recerver of moneys arising frem_ the 
sale of iund at Enid, and together they 
will go from Chicago to Okiahoina, so as to 
be at Enid in ample time for the opening 
which occurs on the IJtUth mstant. Mr. 
Patterson’s family will not go to Enid un- 
til December next. He has to prepare 
a place for them. At present there are no 
hous at Enid, but it is expected that with- 
in six months Enid will be a town of at 
least 10,000 people. Mr. Patterson’s du- 
ties will be in the nature of a judge of a 
court. He will have to pass upon all titles, 
etc., and the work of the oitice will be in 
full and thorough keeping with his profes- 
sion, the law. His salary will be $4,000 per 
annum. He has given bond in the sum of 
$10,000. The receiver of. moneys gives 
bond for $35,000. The land wiil be sold 
to settlers at $1, $1.50 and $2.50 per acre, 
according to quality and location. One hun- 
dred and sixty acres will be the allotment 
to the head of each family. ‘The land is 
situated in what is known as the “Chero- 
kee strip” and is exceedingly rich and fer- 
tile, and well adapted to agricultural pur- 
poses of every kind. It is expected that 
tuwn lots in Enid will become exceedingly 
valuable. The climate is deiightful and very 
healthy. The average temperature in 
summer is 70 degrees and in winter 00 de- 
grees. 

In this new country many great advan- 
tages, opportunities and possibiities will be 
presented to a man of Mr. Patterson's abil- 
ity and ambition. When Oklahoma ter- 
ritory is admitted into the sisterhood of 
states, Georgians may soon hear of “Judge 
Patterson,” or “Governor Patterson,” or 
“Congressman Patterson.” The territory 
already has the requisite amount of popula- 
tion to be admitted as a state. It is Mr. 
Patterson’s intention to make his future 
home in Oklahoma. 

Will sue the Road. 

It is understood that the family of the 
late W. F. Holly will sue the Macon and 
Indian Spring electric railway for the death 
of Mr. Holly. It will be remembered that 
a few weeks ago Mr. Holly was knocked 
down by a car of the above named road 
and die] soon after from the effects of the 
injury. The coroner held an inquest and 
his jury rendered a verdict that the road 
was not at fault in the death of Mr. Hol- 
ly. At the recent meeting of the county 
commissioners the coroner presented his 
bill for $10 for holding the inquest on 
Holly, but the commissioners, instead of 
paying the bill, referred the matter to 
their attorney to determine whether under 
the law they were liable for it. as the 
accident happened on the public streets 
in the daytime and was seen by many 
persons and the cause of death was well 
known, etc. 

The Southwestern’s Affairs. 

A special meeting of the Southwestern 
railroad directors convened today at noon 
at the office of the company in this city, 
and remained in session over three hours. 

The following were present: John SS. 
Baxter, president Southwestern railroad; L. 
A. Jordan and W. R. Cox, of Macon; 
John A. Davis, of Albany, and W. G. 
Raoul, president of the Mexican National 
railroad, and Frank H. Miller, of Augusta, 
attorney for the Southwestern railroad. 

The directors were reticent about what 
Was done but enough was learned to know 
that the proceedings were very important.

Jefferson's Officials. 
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Athens Bankers Say There Will Be No 
Trouble Moving the Crop. 


BRIGHT OUTLOOK FOR THE FALL 


Capitalists Suggest That the Planters Do 
Not Hold Back Their Orop—Classic 
City Notes and Gossip. 


Athens, Ga., September 7.—(Special.)— 
There will be ro difficulty in handling all 
the cotton that may come to Athens, The 
banks here «re all in excellent condition 
and have never during the recent severe 
stringency been refused by their New York 
correspondents any reasonable requests. 
The outlook fer an excellent fall business 
at this point is very favorable. The re- 
cent fears concerning an insufliciency of 
funds for moving the cotton crop are about 
dispersed. The bankers are ali united in 
the opinion that there will be an abundant 
supply within ten days, and this opinion has 
had great effect in restoring confidence all 
through this section of the state. 

Wiat the Gankers Say. 


Captain James White, of the National 
bank, is of the opinion that the cotton crop 
wil] be moved if the farmers will sell right 
along. He did not think the money situa- 
tion would warrant the holding of cotwn. 
He couid not state with posiuveness the 
developments of the future, but believed 
that the bauks would be able to meet the 
demands of the situation in regard to the 
moving of the cotton crop. : 

Mr. A. L. Hull, cashier of the University 
bank, was of a like opinion. He believed 
that if the shippers would start off the mov- 
ing of the crop by the sale of a thousand 
bales and drawing against the purchase, 
it would be an easy matter for the banks 
to keep matters in goud shape after that. 
The point of ditticulty was getting the move- 
ment started. After jit is once started, 
there would be practically no more trouble. 
He. saw no reason for apprehension in this 
regard. 

Mr. G. A. Mell, cashier of the Savings 
bank, said that the money market was 
getting easier day by day and that he saw 
no reason why the banks of Athens couldn t 
do ag they have always done in regard to 
securing money with which to move the 
crop. He was firm in the belief that the 
crop could be moved, but not held. 

President J. J. C. McMahan, of the 
Exchange bank, believed everything to be 
brightening and that the cotton crop woud 
be moved so far as Athens is coneerned. 
He, too, did not believe that money could 
be commanded to hold the crop. 

Thus, from the interviews with the bank- 
ers, two things seem to be pretty well set- 
tled: First, that money will be secured 
with which to move the crop; second, that 
it will be impossible to furnish money with 
which to hold it.

An honest dollar 
would certainly be a noble work of man—a 
dollar upon which every holder of a dollar 
would pay an equal tax—a dollar that would 
not expand or contract beyond safe limits—a 
dollar secured beyond its face value—a dollar 
that would be on a parity with every other 
dollar—a dollar that would not require a

Mr. Wood Has a Way, 


Editor Constitution: An idea, in connection 
with the coinage question, has occurred to me, 
and I presume to others, which I am sur- 
prised never to have seen in print, nor to 
have heard discussed. To my mind, it seems 
that its operation would go a long way to- 
ward a settlement of this much vexed ques- 
tion. 

The idea is this: Let congress pass 4 law 
regulating coinage in the following manner: 
First, that bimetallic coinage shall be entirely 
free of cost of mintage. as urged by the demo- 
cratic platform, endorsed by the people at the 
polls and favored by the uninfluenced press. 

Then, in the place of the silver dollar now 
coined, coin a dollar which shall contain 50 
cents worth of silver and 50 cents worth of 
gold at the present or any reasonable ratio. 
In addition to this, the gold currency wi uld 
be coined as now. and so that the ratio of 
the amount of silver in the silver-zold déellar 
to the amount of geld in the gold collar would 
be one-half the ratio of. the silver to the gold 
Mm the ‘“‘fusion’’ dollar. 

In my opinion the advantages which this 
scheme presents are several-fold. It is entire- 
ly needless for me to elaborate the idea. As 
will be readily seen the size of the silver dol- 
lar would be greatly decreased. Rut that 
fact presents a merely mechanical advantage, 
although the possibility of increase in the 
size of the dollar has been discussed at great 
length and from many different points of view. 
The great benefit would lie in the fact that 
there would be established a complete parity 
between the metals. and a parity which would 
be maintained. The ratig between the two 
metals in the separate coins would be ex- 
actly proportionate to their ratio as coined to- 
gether. They would circulate. literally hand- 
in-hand. The dollar won]d be worth 100 cents 
Nothing could debase it. Silver presented at 
the mint to be coined. would be united in pro- 
per and legal provortion with gold: the own- 
er of silver bullion would receive {in return 
the coin valve of his bullion in, dollars. the 
value of which would be fixed adh absolute, ‘a 
dollar being composed of. and based upon the 
twdé great money metals, coined and united 
upon an absolnte proportionate parity with 
each other. We would then. therefore, have 
a currency absolutely interchangeable. It 
would be a enrrency which would be sound,

in thirty-three years. President Winston 
expects over 400 during the year. ‘The 
college dormitories are full, and the hotels 
and dwellings in the vidlage are rapidly fill- 
ing up. The students, as a class, are older 
and better developed physically than ever 
before. The athletic vicior.es of the un- 
versity have evidently attracted a har. cme 
set of young men. ‘The university hopes to 
be the champion of the south curng the 
year in football, baseball and general col’: ge 
athletics. 

‘The improvements provided for by the 
legislative appropriation of $20,000 have 
ad«e wonderfully to the comfort of 
university Lfe. Hot and cold shower batlis 
are provided for the Athletic Association 
and stationary baths for other students. 
The sanitation of the university seems ab- 
soluteiy perfect. 

Instruction was begun today in all the 
departinents. The nermal department is 
well attended by young men preparing to 
teach, as weil as by teachers of considerable 
experience. A large class was organized for 
the study to New Testament Greek. Quite 
an entifusiastic class wus formed for the 
study of Sanskrit literature. All the profes- 
sors are back at their posts much refreshed 
by their vacation. Most of them have spent 
the summer traveling in New England and 
the middle states, or studying in Europe. 
An unusually large number of the new stu- 
dents is made up of graduates of other col- 
leges. Walking in one group on the campus 
were seén six men from Guilford college, 
whose combined height is thirty-six feet. The 
scholarship of Gui:ford college, as shown 
in the men it has sent the university, has 
made a profound impression upon the insti- 
tution. The faculty consider it one of the 
best colleges in the south.

ALABAMA’S EXPERIMENT STATION. 


A Constitution Correspondent Tells of the 
Corn, Cotton and Tobacco There. 


Opelika, Ala., September 7.—(Special.)— 
The experiment station of the Auburn and 
Mechanical college at Auburn, Ala., six 
wiles from Opelika, is proving of vast ben- 
efit to the farmers of this and adjoining 


states. 

In company with Captain J. L. Dean, 
of this city, The Constitution correspondent 
visited the station. The visitors were taken 
in charge by Colonel A. J. Bondurant and 
his able assistants, Messrs. Clayton and 
Cory, who took special pains to show the 
entire farm, giving explicit explanations 
of all the experiments being made. 

The agricultural experiment station ex- 
hibits many interesting improvements. Sev- 
eral new buildings have been added. The 
new cattle barn is a large, commodious and 
handsome buitding, and the new tobacco 
barn is of the most approved modern pat- 
tern. Under its present management the 
station has made wonderful progress and 
its fame has been spread abroad. Its bulie- 
tins command the most respectful attention 
north and sovth and are copied and com- 
mented upon in the agricultural publications 
throughout the country. Bondurant, the 
able agriculturist in charge, is a cultured 
gentleman, ani a farmer of many years 
successful experience. He is the right man 
in the right place in this particuiar juncture 
in the agricultural affairs of the people of 
Alabama. Since the production of cotton 
has ceased to be profitable, farmers are 
looking for some other money crop to snb- 
stitute for the dethroned king. Tobaceo 
seems to promise larger returns than any 
other if it can be successfuliy produced. 
Colonel Bondurant has settied the ques 
tion, Having been for many years a to- 
bacco planter in Virginia, he is thoroughly 
familiar with the subject, and he declares 
his conviction that in most parts of Ala- 
bama and Georzia both soil and climate 
are admirably adapted to the production 
of a good quality of tobacco. The result of 
his work at the station this year corrobo- 
rates his statement. A crop of te 
bacco embracing almost all rades 
from the cigar wrapper to the 
ordinary plug, excellent in quality 
and quantity, has been produced and cured 
by the Snow process. 

The size of the tobaceo barn is 16x? 
and will enre about 1.000 pounds at a 
euring, the process taking about seven 
days.

The bill provides for the creation of 
a department of education, the construc- 
tion of a college in the District of Colum- 
bia, the appropriation of $20,000,000 for 
its foundation, and the further appro- 
priation of $800,000,000 for the support 
of the institution. 

What Senator Peffer’s populist friends 
will think of an educational scheme re- 
quiring $820,000,000 of the people’s mon- 
ey to support it, remains to be seen. At 
this rate it will soon be more expensive 
to educate men than to kill them in war- 
fare. 

It is not the business of the federal 
government to build colleges and tax the 
people for their support. 

The introduction of such a bill shows 
that even the federal senate is not free 
from sudden outbreaks of insanity. Per- 
haps we did Mr. Thomas A. Edison an 
injustice the other day when we protes- 
ed against his characterization of this 
country as “a national lunatic asylum.” 


Results of Democratic Inaction. 

Within the past two months four 
county elections haye been held in Geor- 
gia. 

Washington and Warren counties have 
elected tax receivers, and DeKalb and 
Whitfield have elected members of the 
legislature to fill vacancies. Whitfield 
acted Wednesday, and through democrat- 
ic inaction at home, and democratic in- 
action in congress, the result was that 
the county leaves the democratic party 
for the first time in years. 

Washington, Warren and Whitfield 
polled decisive third party majorities, 
while DeKalb, always a stronghold of 
democracy, reduced its democratic ma- 
jority from over 1,000 to 300. 

We cannot afford to ignore these sig- 
nificant indications, and it is time to en- 
ter a vigorous protest against the policy 
of inaction at home and in congress, which

This Is Absurd. 


The Washington correspondent of The 
Boston Advertiser furnishes a remarka- 
ble spectacle which is worth reproducing 
in full. He says: 

The widespread ‘announcement through ad- 
ministration channels of conferences looking 
toward iegislation to provide for an expan- 
sion of the currency, is inspired by two mo- 
tives. It is hoped by the administration that 
the report that some measure of financia’ 
relief is receiving the president’s considera- 
tion will help to weaken the forces of the 
pro-siiver men in the senate and wiil draw 
support to repeal from sonthern senators 
who are piedged to the state bank project. 

Such a proceeding is likely to have some 
effect on the naveak-kneed southerners, but 
it is ridienled by ‘the western men, who wi!] 
stand out for free silver and to whom an 
increase in state bank circulation presents 
no attractions whatever. The second ob- 
ject of the announcement is to affect the 
election in Virginia. The prospects of 
O’lerrail, the democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor, have been reported to President Cleve- 
land as rather ghoomy on account of the 
growth in populist strength. The democratic 
defections from the free siiver ranks have 
alienated a iarge number of voters in the 
Olid Dominion, and unusuat efforts have been 
put forth there to strengthen the opposition 
to the Cieveland candidate. It is hoped that 
the promulgation indirectly of the president's 
inciination toward a revival of state bank 
circulation will counteract the bad effects of 
the vote in the house for repeal. ; 

The wso-calied conference at the ‘treasury 
department Saturday regarding a_ proposi- 
tion te subst:tute state for national banks, 
was of no greater significance than dozens 
of other conversations s»vhich have taken 
place between different members of congress 
and Secretary Cariisie during the past few 
weeks. The administration leaders have 
been considering the financial situation, and 
it was simply thought advisable at this time 
to have the impression generaily promuigat- 
ed. -No plan has been determined upon and 
it is posstble that nothing of consequence 
will come of the present cogitations. They 
‘will serve the purpose intended, however, of 
weakening to some extent the free silver 
forces in the senate, and then they may go 
by the board. 

This is an ingenious, irritating and 
insulting statement, and The Adverti- 
ser’s correspondent is wasting words. 
Mr. Cleveland is known to be an honest, 
straightforward man, with the courage 
of his convictions. He would not flatter 
Jove for his thunder nor Neptune for his 
trident. He moves forward in straight 
lines, and never hunts about for dark 
and erooked ways, Rather than ac- 
quiesce in the deceptive ruse hinted at 
in the Boston paper, he would see his 
policy defeated and stand alone. 

‘The announcement that Mr. Cleve- 
land desires the repeal of the 10 per cent

“Mr. Hester’s report on the American mills 
is always valuable, ‘but particularly so this 
year, in view of the fact that there has been 
a dispute as to the standing of northern 
and southern factories. It will ‘be remem- 
bered New Engiand ‘was disposed to boast 
ioudiy on this subject, and to claim that the 
superiority of its mills over those of the 
south had been clearly demonstrated during 
the season. It twas undoubtedly a prosper- 
ous year for New England; its factories de- 
clared large dividends, and a number of 
new mil’s were erected and important addi- 
tions made to those already in operation, but 
that ‘the superiority was not as great as 
New Engiand ciaimed was proved by the 
manner in which its cotton industry coi- 
lapsed at the first approach of the financlai 
stringency. The ‘®arge percentage of its 
factories closed, compared with those in 
the south, showed where the prosperity was 
Dpuilt on the safest and best foundations. Mr. 
Hester’s figures shed additional light on th‘’s 
subject. The southern mfiis took 748,848 
bales during the year, as against 686,080 the 
previous one, wan Increase of nearly 9 per 
cent; while the takings of the northern mills 
fell off from 2,190,766 to 1,687,286 bales, a 
deciine of 23 per cent. ‘The south consumed 
24 per cent of the cotton used in this country 
in 1801-D2, and 31 per cent last year. ‘This 
speaks weil for it, and so do the other facts 
brought out by Mr. Hester. During the year 
thirty new cotton -mitis were built in this 
section—twentyone of them In the two Caro- 
linas—and twenty-three are now under con- 
struction, fourteen being in the Carolinas, 
The total number in the south today is 369, 
with 2,171,147 spindles, against 1,998,680 last 
year. South Carolina, which passed Georgia 
some years ago in the production of cotton 
goods, is increasing ita lead, while North 
Carolina is but a short distance behind. Some 
idea of the advance the south is making in 
cotton manufactures can be formed from the 
fact that nearly haif the crop of the two 
Jarolinas ja'st year was required to suppiy 
the demands of their locai mills.”

One way to secure the proper 
legislation js tu have a meeting of all the 
governors of the states in Washington, with 
the several attorney generals from all the 
states to give legal advice, and at that meet- 
ing they could discuss and decide upon what 
would be safe beyond a shadow of a doubt.

Mr. Neal's Views, 

Captain T. B. Neal said: 

I think the 10 per cent tax on state 
banks should be repealed, and national leg- 
islation be enacted throwing safeguards 
around the issue of money by state banks, 
which will render it as safe as national 
banks are at present. 

“Second, in my judgment, our whole finan- 
elal system needs overhauling. I think that 
free and unlimited coinage of silver would 
not only bankrupt our business and indus- 
tria] enterprises, but would bankrupt the 
government. I believe, a commission should 
be appointed by the present congress; let 
this commission be non-partisun, and take 
the whole financial problem under considera- 
tion and then report to congress in Decem- 
ber the result of their deliberations. I 
think the commission, especially if neither 
goldbugs or silver cranks, entered into its 
composition, would recommend some plan 
by which our circulation could be increased, 
all of the silver owned by the government 
utilized, and, perhaps, some satisfactory 
plan be devised by which the future pro- 
duct of the mints may be used.” 

Says the Money's in Socks, 

Mr. M. H. Atkinson, president of the 
American Banking and ‘Trust Company, 
thinks there is plenty of money in the coun- 
try, but says it is hidden away in old socks 
and strong boxes. He is opposed to state 
banks issuing money, but strongly favors 
the issuing by national banks of money 
equal to the par value of their bonds. He 
believes, as stated above, that the present 
and past trouble is not due to a scarcity of 
currency. -He thinks our per capita circu- 
lation is larger than it ever was. 

lie Wanta stute Bank Money. 

“T am just writing to a congressman now, 
telling him that 1 think the 10 per cent 
tax on state banks should be repealed,” said 
Judge E. B. Rosser, president of the Ex- 
change bank. “It would give each locality 
a local currency that would expand when 
necessity required.

& CLEVER IMITATION CAUSES TROUBLE. 


A Printing Firm Ger Out Advertising Bille 
Like Clearing House Certificates. 

A clever piece of imitation in a harmless 
advertisement brought strong censure upon @ 
well Known firm of publishers — aud 

ve them a great deal of trouble. 
gph gure iy sir or was done by Messrs. Foote 
& Davies, the Broad street publishers, They 
intended nothing more harmful than to get 
cut a striking bit of advertising, but the re- 
suits of their thoughtless enterprise were very 
serious and caused the bankers of the city 
yast uneasiness. 

Two days ago Foote & Davies got out num- 
erous bills, in exact imitation of the $5 issues 
of Atlanta clearing house certificates. The 
size was the same, the type in printing ex- 
actly similar, the style alike, the only dif- 
ference being In the wording. 

Instead of the written signatures of Messrs. 
J. T. Orme. C. EF. Currier and Thomas C. 
Erwin, the signatures of W. O. Foote, M. M. 
Davies and C. H. Walker, were appended to 
the advertising bills. The same quality of 
paper was used. and the object of the print- 
ers was attained—a bill almost exactly like 
the clearing house certificates was gotten out. 

Instead of stating that seven dollars has 
heen placed on deposit to secure the holder, 
the attention of the holder was called to the 
superior facilities of Foote & Davies for do- 
ing all kinds of printing. The reverse side of 
the bill contained the names of all the banks 
composing the Atlanta Clearing House As- 
sociation, just as the genuine Ones, with the 


supplementary announcement that those banks | 


used their blank books. 

At a glance the bill appeared t obe a gen- 
uine certificate. One gentleman caried one 
to four places and passed it, getting change 
for it. Three were presented to one bank. 
Nearly all the banks either saw one or had 
their attention called to tuem. 

The matter was brought to the notice of 
the clearing house officials and steps to stop 
them were immediately taken. The publish- 
ers realized their blunder and immediately be- 
gan to take measures to retrieve it. They 
offered $1 each for the bills. 

To put the public on guard the trustees 
of the clearing house association have printed 
a large number of circulars and sent them 
out, as follows: 

“That you may know when the certificates 
issued by the clearing house association are 
properly signed, the trustees make this an- 
nouncement: 

“Denominations of $500, $100 and $50 will 
have the signatures of R. J. Lowry, P. Ko- 
mare, C. A. Collier, trustees. The $20 and $10 
certificates will be signed by Jacob Haas, H. 
C. Bagley, John K. Ottley, attorneys for trus- 
tees. The &% certificates will be signed by 
J. T. Orme, C. E. Currier, Thomas C. Erwin, 
attorneys for trustees,”’ 

Will This Affect the Certificate? 

Yesterday the treasury department at Wash- 
ington issued the following circular: 

“Office ofithe Commissioner of Interna Rev- 
enue, Washington, D. C., September 7.-—-To 
coliectors of internal revenue and revenue 
agents: It has come to the knowledge of 
this office. through published news items, by 
correspondence, and otherwise, that banks are 
issuing certificates of deposit payable in the 
money or currency of the Unjted Siates, and 
that these obligations of the banks, negotia- 
ble notes carrying title in their circulation 
from hand to hand, are paid out and used for 
eirculation in lieu of the money of the United 


States, 
“such issues are taxable, and you will jnquire 


as to the amount of such issnes, and report 
them to this office as assessment of the taxes 
jneurred. JOSEPH 8S. MILLER, 
“Commissioner.” 
The taxable rate of such issues as describ- 
ed in the cireniar is 10 per cent. The num- 
ber now in circulation is believed to be very 
heary, as they have taken the place during 
the financial stringency of currency or money. 
Whether the issues include gcleariug house 
certificates, is a question treasury officials 
decline to discuss, intimating that the ques- 
tion is a legal one that may call for a judicial 
decision from the courts,

If agreeable, he continued, he would be de- 
lighted to meet her at any time she might 
appoint and suggested a certain photograph 
gallery on Whitehall street as a good tryst- 
ing place. No name was signed. 

When Mrs. Belcher read this amatory 
epistle, she was properly indignant and con- 
sulted a friend as to the best course to pur 
sue. She wag advised to answer, making 
the appointment and thus entrap the writer. 
his she did and sent the repsy by the mes- 
senger who had brought the note. She 
fixed an hour shortly after noon for the 
meeting, 

At the appointed time, Mrs. Blecher was 
at the gallery but no Lothario appeared.

The Pitiful Experience.of Mrs.

‘A very interesting story of what some: peo- 
pe woud call faith and others foliy, came 
to light yesterday through the city detective 
department. 

Upwards of a year ago a young man of 
th's city, named L. D. Cannon, was arrested 
on the charge of iarceny.

Vannon had a young wife, and aithough

She was absolutely 
without means, and must have suffered often 
for the bare necessiues of life, but she 
never reiaxed ber efforts in behalf of her 
husband, and about three months ago sue- 
oeeded in obtaining a pardon for him. 

After the prisoner had been reieasea ne 
went to Texas and obtained a job at Tyler, 
in that state. The faithful littie woman, 
who had secured his freedom and suffered 
untold misery on his account, was overjoyed 
and toid ail those who had befriended her 
that her troubies were over at last and that 
she ‘wouid soon join her husband at their 
new home. As a matter of fact Cannon did 
write to her regularly, reporting the condi- 
tion of his affairs and latter!y urging her to 
come as soon as possibie to Tyler. 

$v the greatest efforts she finally got to- 
gether money enough to pay her passage, and 
a couple of weeks ago ‘eft Atianta for Texas. 
She arrived at Tyler and way met by her hus- 
band and taken to a boarding house. They 
were together and the poor woman’s dreams 
were realized at last, but she was doomed 
to a crue! awakening. That afternoon Can- 
non drew his pay, went on a spree and at 
night was caught in the act of burgiar‘zing 
the Masonite temple at Tyrer. He was 
taken to jail and the wife notified. 

Next day she left the place, broken-hearted, 
and is now in Atlanta again. She had re- 
ceived a melancholy return for ait her sac- 
rifiees, and there !s no donbt but Cannon 
will this time receive a long term in the 
penitentiary. It {s by no means improbable 
that she will st’? toil for him.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


_——— 


A storm area of considerable magnitude has 
moved northwestward from over the gulf of 
Mexico and was central. eamy last night In 
the vicinity of New Orleans, Barometers fell 
rapidly all day yesterday along the ‘middle 
portion of the guif coast. At 7 o'clock last 
night at New Orleans barometers Were read- 
ing as low as 20.56 inches—fully a half an 
inch below their normal height—indicating the 
intensity or severity of the storm. 

As a result of the appearance of this storm 
from the gulf coast rains fel] yesterday in 
the southern coast states from South Carolina 
to Louisiana, and in many localities the rain- 
fall was quite heavy. New Orieans had 
nearly an inch, Pensacola a little over an 
inch. Jacksonville and Mobile over two and a 
half inches. The heaviest rainfall reported in 
Georgia was .95 of an inch, at Griffin. 

Besides causing quite extended rains, the 
storm has been of sufficient energy to in- 
erease the velocity of the winds near its 
center, but not enough to cause any damage; 
thirty-six miles an hour is the highest ve- 
locity reported at any place so far. 

Today the movement of the storm farther in- 
land will probably cause considerable more 
rain east of the Mississippi valley, and near 
the storm’s center winds are expected to be 
rather high. 

For Georgia today—Rain, heavy in many 
sections of the state; brisk to high winds; 
slightly warmer.

There was no fresh bearish news to 
affect wheat except the increasing receipts of 
spring wheat, and the fact that we are so 
much out of line with Europe in prices for 
our contract wheat. Export ordets for our 
lower grades continue to be filled and sea- 
hoard clearances continue heavy, being over 
650.000 bushels again today. 

The severe drought in the winter wheat 
country is very extensively. interfering with 
fail plowing and it is now getting to be a 
very serious matter. Closing cables were bet- 
ter and the news generally favéred buyers. 
but the market favored sellers. It would 
seem safer now to buy when these breaks 
come, 

Con was king today. May selling to 44 1-8¢e 
entirely on the weather conditions and the 
present outlook is for no immedtate relief 
from rain. From the drought-stricken conntry 
comes very deplorable reports. Corn not matur- 
ed and dead so far as merchantable corn is eon. 
cerned; pastures entirely gone and potatoes 
become worthless. The shipping demand con- 
Tinues very good, with prospects of much 
lighter receipts soon. Nearly 1c break was 
dne to realizing and the weakness in wheat 
“Closed weak. Oats followed corn very cloxely. 
Provisions very strong again. Ctése demand 
continues brisk. Very large sales of ribs 
for immediate shipment. As long as this con- 
tinues we cannot expect much of a break. »

A circular was sent out to the various 
passenger agents yesterday by the Southern 
Passenger Association formally announe- 
ing that excursion rates will be allowed to 
delegates tothe International Christian

The rate will be full fare coming to the 
convention and one-third fare returning. 

All the certificates of applicants for this 
tate must be signed by Mr. T. J. Kelly, 


of Atlanta, who is local secretary. 


The convention is going to be the great- 
est Atlanta has had for many a day, and 
there will be hundreds and hundreds of 
delegates and visitors. They will come 
from all over the country and will repre- 
sent every section. It is a vast body, be- 
ing an international concern. 

The convention will open on the 9th of 
November, and will last a week. It will 
be an interesting gathering and will have 
much local color to jit. The local commit- 
tee on arrangement is exerting itself to 
meet the demands that such a vast conven- 
tion wil] make upon the proverbial hospital- 
ity of Atlanta, and that it will be all that 
is expected by the delegates goes without 
saying. 

Nearly all of the railroads of the north 
and east have granted similar reductions 
to delegates to this convention, and the 
Little Rock and Memphis has also joined 
the roads entering Atlanta in granting an 
excursion rate. 

It is more than probable that all of the 
roads of the country will offer the same 
rates as is offered by the Southern Passen- 
ger Association. 

Uther Excursion Rates. 

The circular issued by the Southern Pas- 
sever Assuciation yesterday further grants 
excursion rates to delegates attending the 
Colored Baptist Assocmtion’s convention 
in Washington on the 14th of this month, 
This is ulsu a notable convention in polnt 
vf numbers, for there wil: be delegates to 
it from alj quarters of the country. It is 
a national affair, being the convention of 
the American baptist Association (colored). 

The convention wiil .ast for several days 
aud will till the national capital with thous- 
ands of negroes from the south and west. 

All of the railroads composing the South- 
ern Passenger Association are bound by 
this excursion rate of full fare going and 
wne-third fure returning. 

Similar rates have been granted to the 
delegates of the Walker Baptist Associa- 
tion to meet jn convention at Waynesboro, 
Ga., on the 22d of this month. 

Very bew Couventions. 

There have been very few conventions 
in Atlanta for the past six months, com- 
pared with previous swnmers. — 

Atlanta is known as a convention town to 
the outside world. 

There bave been more conventions held in 
this city within the past five years than 
any other city in the country. The pro- 
verbial hospitality of Atianta and the gouth 
has brought many of the national conven- 
tions here in preference to many Cities of 
twice the size of Atianta. The central 
jocation of Atlanta among southern cities 
bas made it the most desirable of all of 
them as a place for southern associations 
to meet in their annual conventions. 

The world’s fair has been the cause of 
taking away from Atlanta her usual number 
of conventions. Nearly all of the national 
associations and organizations have held 
their conventions in Chicago this summer 
in order that the delegates might take in 
the glories and sights of the great fair. 

The dates are beginning to be fixed for 
Atlanta again, however, for next year, and 
it is clear that nothing but a world’s fair 
could place Chicago ahead of Atlanta in 
this respect. 

World's Fair Traffic Booming. 

Not since the big gates of the world's 
fair were thrown open to the dazed eyes 
of the public has there been such a stampede 
Chicago-ward. 

Here in the south the traftic has taken 
on a wonderfu! stimulus within the past 
few days, and everybody and his. wife, it 
seems, has determined at the twelfth hour 
to visit the world’s fair.

The Law Prohibiting Lady Teachers Liv- 
ing Outside the City from Teaching 


NOW BEFORE THE MAYOR FOR APPROVAL 


He May.Veto It and He May Not—New 
Sewers Are Wanted by Many of the 
Residents—-The Aldermen Meet. 


Mayor Goodwin has before him one of the 
most delicate and tender pieces of work that 
has fallen to his lot since he went in the 
mayoralty chair. 

It’s a piece of work that would test the 
nerve of any one and the mayor is now trying 
to see his .way clear with it. 

Several weeks ago the general council 
passed an ordinance requiring every one hold- 
ing a city office or in any way drawing pay 
from the city government to reside within the 
city limits. 

That ordinance grew out of the complaint 


of some parties against Mr. Holcomb, one of. 


Tax Collector Collins’s deputies, who was re- 
siding in the country for the time being. 
When the matter was called to the attention 
of the council it resulted in the passage of an 
ordinance prohibiting any one holding an 
office or a position from which pay was de- 
rived unless the party lived in the city. 

The ordinance was more sweeping than 
many thought when it went through the 
council by a unanimous vote, and. now there 
are many who would pull back that vote if 
they could. Not only men make a living from 
the city, but many ‘of the salary-drawers are 
ladies, and many of the ladies are teachers in 
the public schools, and quite a number of 
them may be non-residents if allowed to live 
where they want. At the last meeting of 
the general council Mr. Beatie, chairman of 
the committee on public schools, presented a 
paper showing that Miss Alice Robinson, one 
of the teachers in the public schools, lived 
just outside of the city with her parents, and 
that herfather owned quitean amount of 
property in the city and that his residence was 
removed from the city by only a line. 

“The young lady,” said Mr, Beatie, chair- 
man of the committee on public schools, as he 
presented the paper asking that she be re- 
tained in the schools, “is a graduate of the 
Girls’ High school, and is one of the best and 
most successful teachers in the city. It is 
true that her father’s home is just outside of 
the city, but if the limits are extended, as is 
contemplated, the home will be in before the 
vear Is out. I can’t say that I’m wholly in 
favor of giving those who live outside of the 
city the advantage of drawing pay from the 
city for anything, but IT do think that this is 
a question we may give a careful considera- 
tion. The young lady is one of the best and 
most competent teachers in the system of 
schools and is able to do the work allotted to 
her at any time. If the contemplated exten- 
sion of the city limits were to take place to- 
morrow she would have her home in the city 
limits and be recognized as a resident of the 
city.”’ 

There were other members of the council 
who agreed with Mr. Beatie, but there were 
some who did not. 

Mr. Rice opposed the adoption of the reso- 
jution allowing the lady to teach in the schools, 

“Not because,” said Mr. Rice, ‘“‘that I’m 
opposed to her, but because we have adopted 
a resolution, or an ordinance, prohibiting any 
one living outside of the city from holding an 
office. However, in this instance I'd like to 
vote for the resolution Mr. Beatie has offered. 
Still, if we are to keep off the payroll those 
who do not live.in Atlanta I do not see how I 
am to vote for it.” 

Mr. Meador was like Mr. Rice in the mat- 
ter. He was ready to do what he could for 
the teacher, but he conld see no way out of 
the matter. 

Mr. Stockdell was with Mr. Beatie. He 
wanted to grant the lady the right to go on 
with her work just the same as though she 
were a resident of the city. 

By a vote of 11 to 4 the council adopted Mr. 
Beatie’s resolution allowing Miss Robinson to 
proceed with her work. The adoption of the 
resolution did not make the matter a _ cer- 
tainty. The paper went to the mayor with 
other papers of the kind, and since Monday 
Mayor Goodwin has been looking over them. 
The paper was one requiring his signature in 
order to make it a law, and as it was one 
depriving a lady of her salary, Mayor Goodwin 
has been slow to act. 

“T have yet,” he said last night, “another 
twenty-four hours in which to make my de- 
cision. Just now I can’t say whether I will 
Approve the paper or not. I’m willing to say, 
however, that I have not decided to attach my 
signature to the paper. That, however, does 
not mean that I will net send it back with my 
veto.” 

The Board of Aldermen. 

The board of aldermen coavened in regular 
session yesterday afternoon, and the full 
bosrd was in attendance. 

The work which was passed bs the coutcil 
at the last meeting was brought ovt and piece 
by piece was passed upon. There was nothing 
of any importance before the board, and the 
meeting was short and harmonious. 

Will Meet Today. 


The street committee will meet in regular 
session today, and the work before the com- 
mittee will be simply a consideration of the 
bills passed up by the general council at the 
last meeting of the council. 

There Are More Sewers. 


Mr. Peters, chairman of the sewer commit- 
tee, has before him a long line of petitions 
for new sewers. The sewers are new ones, 
however, and it will take some time for the 
papers to be perfected and passed by the city 
council. 


COURTHOUSE CULLINGS. 


The grand jury will be in session tomorrow 
morning and the most important business be- 
fore it will be the recommendation of some 
one to fill the position of notary public and 
ex-officio justice of the peace in the north 
Atlanta district. Judge Manning, the present 
incumbent, will go out as his term expires 
unless he be recommended by the grand jury. 
The grand jury does not elect, but merely se- 
lects or recommends. The appofutment is 
made by the judge of the superior court and 
the governor sigus the commission.

A great deal of interest is being taken in 
the recommendation and the friends of sev- 
eral gentlemen are pushing them forward.

JUSTICE COURI' JOLTINGS. 


Justice ERdgar Orr disposed of an interesting 
case in which there was a large display of 
human nature. An execution on & bill for 
provisions was issued against Lizzie King in 
favor of Judge Coffee, of the Kdgewood dis- 
trict. He sent two of his bailiffs, Raynor and 
Fagan, to make the levy. When they reached 
the home of Lizzie, who is a damsel of both 
color and heft, thelt troubles began. They 
announced tu Lizzie, in dulcet tones, that they 
wanted the larger portion of her household ef- 
fects to cover her litthe indebtedness. With- 
out waiting for further imstructions, Lizzie 
waded into the two bailiffs and gave both of 
them a whipping. The bailiffs then summoned 
a posse of four and the six returned to exe- 
cute both the law and the levy. Lizzie saw 
that she was outnumbered, but determined 
that no oie should take her goods off. She 
secured an ax and went to work destroying 
her furniture. She chopped her stove to 
pieces, broke her bed, smashed her chairs, 
cut up her table and destroyed her crockery- 
ware. Bailiff Raynor took the remains of the 
stuff and proceeded to Judge Orr’s court and 
swore out a warrant chafging her with ob- 
structing legal process. Bailiffs Summers and 
Boyles, of Judge Orr’s court, went out, aud 
when they reached the scene of the late dls- 
aster, Lizzie was surrounded by a select cir- 
cle of intimate friends to whom she was fre- 
lating her adventure. Just as she finished her 
story and remarked that bailiffs came easy, 
Summers stepped inside the door andgemarked 
that two more had come. She submitted, and 
Judge Orr bound her over to the city court. 
She gave bond in the sum of $150. 

Another case of interest came up before 
Judge Orr yesterday. It involves a nice legal 
point. Frank Hall had a mule and gave L. 
P. Barnes, the attorney, a mortgage on it. 
Mr. Barnes foreclosed the mortgage and le- 
vied on the mile. At this point J. W.- Smith 
intervened and claimed that the mule belonged 
to him ou a conditional bill of sale. The law 
requires that the bill of wale shall be recorded. 
The bill had been recorded, and prior to the 
mortgage. It had not, however, been witness- 
ed by an officer. W. 8. Smith made aiflida- 
vit that he saw.Hall sign the conditional 
bill of sale, but would not make affidavit that 
he himself had signed it as.a witness. Barnes 
contended that there had been no probate or 
proper record of the conditional bill of sale, 
and that the mortgage was superior. Judge 
Orr held the case in order to allow Judge 
Rogers to present some authorities. 


A very interesting case on the civil docket of 
Judge Orr's court was heard by that justice 
of the peace yesterday. The style of the suit 
is Watts & Co., against Dr. J. H. Boozer, for 
$75 damages. Dr. Boozer, it would appear, 
has an office over the jewelry store of Watts 
& Co. One day Mrs. Booger had a toothache 
and the doctor pulled the aching tooth, where- 
upon Mrs. Boozer fainted. Dr. Boozer went 
Into the hallway to a faucet and turned on 
the water, but says that no water came. It 
seems that the faucet was not turned back. 
The Telephone exchange fire occurred the same 
day, and when the pressure increased the wa- 
ter began to flood everything. The Watts 
company claim that their damaze aniwunted to 
$75. Judge Orr held his decision wp. 


J. Cauble is a gentleman who, for some time, 
chastised a drum at the Edgewood avenue 
opera house. He is now suing before J udge 
Orr for money which he claims js owing him 
having taken out a laborer’s lien. The ques- 
tion that Judge Orr is in doubt about is wheth- 
er or not a man who beats a drum is a laborer.

The judge is sur- 
rounded by several competent bailiffs, and 
the business of his court has been steadily 
growing every year.

He was conductor of 
Extra Freight Train No. 1, which collided 
with Extra Freight Train No. 2. The 
incidents of the wreck are still fresh in the 
public mind. 

As a result of the accident Dodgen’s col- 
lar bone was broken, two of his ribs were 
dislovated and several internal injuries 

‘ere sustained. 
wo aon to recover the sum of $10,000 as 
his rightful compensation for the injuries 
sustained.

The next intervention was filed by Joe 
Lampton in the case of the Central Trust 
Company of New York against the lvast

The plaintiff sets out that during the 
month of January of the present year, he 
was employed by the defendant company 
at Rockmart, Ga. He was engaged ‘n re- 
ceiving lumber from the ear for the erection 
of a trestle at that point. On account of 
the carelessness of those who were engag- 
ed in throwing the Jjumber from the car, 
a heavy piece of timber fell on the com- 
p.ainant, much to his suffering and disabil- 
ity. He had been compelled to give up his 
work for several weeks and to incur a 
very heavy expense in order to regain his 
strength.

Mashed by a Rail. 

The last intervention was that of Charles

Moseley, on October 24th last, was in 
the employ of the defendant company, and 
was stationed at Stockbraige, Ga., where 
he was engaged with several others in lift- 
ing heavy iron rails from the car platform 
to the ground. 

While discharging this duty one of the 
rails which was carelessly handled, and for.

foot. It was severely mashed, and the na- 
ture of the injury was such, that he was 
sorely disabled for several weeks. He had 
paid out a Jarge sum of money to his physi- 
— and this he desired to have reimburs- 
ed. 

He brought suit against the road in the 
sum of $2,700. 

An Amendment Filed. 

J. T. Cosby filed an amendment to his 
suit, which was brought against the rdil- 
road for injuries sustained, several weeks 
ago. The number of damage suits filed in 
the office durmg the day as unusually 
large and amounted to a regular treshet.

Cohen was a comparative stranger in their 
midst, but a. great deal of interest was
